I. Claims 1-39 and 87-1 13, drawn to a method of cementing at a "desired" 
location (ie which can be anywhere and is thus merely mixing cement and 
other claimed components as well as a settable fluid composition 
containing cement and other components, classified in class 106, 
subclass 727. 

II. Claims 40-86, drawn to a method of drilling in a subterranean formation, 
classified in class 166, subclass 292+. 

III. Claims 1 14-119, drawn to a composition comprising trialkanolamine + 
alkali or alkaline earth metal hydroxide, classified in class 525, subclass 
5+. 

IV. Claims 120-122, drawn to a cationic polymer, classified in class 526, 
subclass 200+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the method of cementing 
can be performed above ground in a process to forming a building or construction 
material such as a slab, tile, brick, block, coating, or making a walkway, roadway, etc. 
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Inventions I and III are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a plaster for treating 
trauma, part of a lubricant composition, a cleaning composition, part of a cosmetic 
composition, electrochemical bath, antifreeze composition, soil solidifying agent, 
viscosity reducing agent, varnish remover, etc. and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

Inventions I and IV are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product (cationic polymer such as polyacrylamide or 
cationic starch is deemed to be useful as thickening agent, suspending agent, additive 
to adhesives-polyacrylamide) as well as food additive and the inventions are deemed 
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patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the activator 
composition of trialkanolamine + alkali or alkaline earth metal hydroxide can be used for 
plaster for treating trauma, part of a lubricant composition, a cleaning composition, part 
of a cosmetic composition, electrochemical bath, antifreeze composition, soil solidifying 
agent, viscosity reducing agent, varnish remover, etc. 

Inventions II and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
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process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can 
be used for wastewater treatment (control charge potential of water for 
flocculation/deflocculation using a cationic polymer), thickening agent, suspending 
agent, additive to adhesives-polyacrylamide) as well as food additive. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, functions, 
and effects. The mixture of Group III and the cationic polymer of Group IV are also 
patentably distinct as shown by their mutually exclusive characteristics. Each is a 
separate and distinct composition with no relation to each other and completely different 
components. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Craig Roddy on 8/18/04 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. Note 
that the examiner called at 5:30 pm on this date (central time) to leave a message but 
the entire phone message service was done. That is the message received upon calling 
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the applicants' counsel. The examiner was thus unable to leave a message for what the 
restriction should be and regrets being unable to leave a message. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
